OUT OF THE PAST 


Once again | would like to bring you an extrect from B.B.C. commentator Brian Moore's book, "Big Match”. 
This exert is an interview with former England striker Kevin Keegan and is entitled "The Striker". | hope some 
of the points made in the article find fertile ground among our strikers. 


“Kevin Keegan's stride and exuberant attitude have made him one of the most appealing footballers around; his quick 
brain, superb skill and control have made him one of the most feared. 

When he played for Liverpool he was idolized by the Kop, but it is his goals for England and his honest assessment of the 
game that have bought him @ much wider audience. Watch him play and you would swear that there were five Keegans on 
the field - he seamed to be everywhere. Andhe'l tell you that his ability to work for ninety minutes is his greatest 
strength. 

"| base my play on work rate, ' says Kevin ‘It's important to me that | work for ninety minutes, I'm not one of those 
players who can just turn it on if and when | like. | find that the harder | work the more my game improves, | know a lot 
of people think “work-rate” is a dirty word, that it is something you turn to if you can't play. But I'll be honest, I've 
played many times for England and I've played with players who are my complete opposite. They only want to work when 
we've got the ball, but I've always regarded it as a vital part of a forward’s game to work when he hasn't got the ball. 
This means closing down on defenders, putting them under pressure and making them play longer passes than they want 
to. | can't speak strongly enough for this side of the game. It's the way Liverpool play and get success through it, wear 
teams down, and if they survive they've had to work hard to do il. ' 

But once a forward has the will Lo work hard, what else does he need? ‘He's got to be able to take a few knocks, * says 
Kevin, ‘I'm fairly small, but I'm stocky with it. You have got to be strong enough physically, so that you are not easily 
knocked off the ball, and yet not so bulky that you lose a little speed. 

Where you need speed is over the first ten yards, George Best had it as did Johan Cruyff. It’s a magical and match~ 
winning burst, and if you've got it, you can have deficiencies in other departments and get. away with them. It's a natural 
acceleration. Just as some people are tall and some people are small, some people are quick and some are what we call 
“one-paced *. Always try to improve the opening burst because it's what gets you goals in the penalty area. It takes 
you past players and wins you matches. : 

A lot of sharpness is in the mind. It only comes from experience in realizing whats going on around you a fraction of a 
second quicker than your opponent.’ 

Speed and skill, therefore, are of paramount importance when a forward is in the opposition penalty area. Yet Malcolm 
Allison, one of the game's great coaches, firmly believes that forwards have more time and space - and are safer, 
because nobody will tackle them hard ~ when they are inside the eighteen yard area. 

"| think Malcolm is right,’ concedes Kevin, °1 was often disappointed in my own “panic” in the penalty area because a 
scoring opportunity presented itself. Jimmy Greaves and, to a lesser extent, Denis Law showed how much time and 
space you really have in these situations. It's this realization that makes you a better player. 

But a forward also has to be brave. The braver you are the more goals you'll get. You've got to go in sometimes where 
it hurts. It's all well and good, this fancy stuff in the riddle of the field, but sometimes in the box it's one against one 
and you've just got to be sure that you turn out the winner. | don’t think you can make a brave player - he's born.’ 

On his way to the top Kevin admired men who had already made it all the way - men like Jimmy Greaves and Denis Law. 
“As I've said, they stuck in my mind because they always made such time for themselves in the opposing penalty area. 
And thay were so good at sticking the ball away in the nel. Jimmy Greaves was a big favourite with me. You never saw 
him try to burst the net. He never realy hammered them home, He used to clip them in, bend them in and roll them in and 
he showed that you did not need a fantastic shot to score goals. He proved, too, that you don’t have to be a good header 
of the ball - simply that if you'va got the right temperament and yours cool enough you #/// score goals. 

On the international scene West Germany's Gerd Muller was in this mould. Beautifully built for a striker - enormous 
thigh muscles that gave him his power, good balance, and a magnificent eye for ahalf-chance. So deadly - was always 
aware of what was going on around him - an on-target man. Whenever he was in the penalty area he seemed to know 
were the goal was - and were the keaper was too. | suppose he had been in that position so many times that it became 
second nature to him.’ 

Life seems to be getting harder year by year for outstanding forwards, As their reputation grows the marking gets 
tighter, and you may think that tha life expectancy of these star forwards is pretty limited. ‘Not so,’ says Kevin, ‘it all 
depends on the system your team adopts. If the load is shared then a good striker can play at the top for years,”
